rule are naturally discouraged by the result of 


that the Liberal vote has increased since the 
last election, but the Tory vote has increased 
more largely: while the Liberal defeat was an - 
ticipated, an increased Tory majority was 
not expected. Nobody, however, could 
estimate accurately the influence of Lords 
Selborne and Northbrook, both of whom are 
very powerful locally. Both were former 
supporters of Mr. Gladstone, but now are 
strongly opposed to him. Moreover, Moss, 
the Tory candidate, is a local brewer, and 
this in alittle cathedral town means much 
influence, many electors being in his employ- 
ment. However, the Liberals have only 
failed in the attempt to capture aseat already 
held by the Tories, and they have had so 
many successes in isolated contests since the 
last general election -that they can afford a re- 
buff once in awhile. Itis very generally be- 
lieved that they will win the seat at Deptford. 
Meanwhile, there is no lack of energy. 
THE O*BRIEN DEMONSTRATION. 

In preparing for the reception for, as they 
are called, Balfour's Martyrs, the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, and Editor O’Brien, when 
they are released from prison, it has been 
decided that the branch of the National 
League shall not be invited, as it is thought 
desirable to make the demonstration purely En: 
giish. This demonstration, coming on the eve of 
the meeting of Parliament is very distasteful 
tojthe Government. Englishmen still hate any- 
thing like political or religious persecution, 
and a good many would gladly leave the Irish 
leaders alone if they could manage to govern 
Ireland in accordance with the landlord views. 
Great enthusiasm is likely to be displayed, es- 
pecially on behalf of O’Brien, whom even the 
Times describes as an honest fanatic, whose 
imprisonment is only justified by urgent ne- 
cessity. 

THROWING OUT ‘‘FEELERS.’’ 

Feelers have recently been thrown out by 
the supporters of the Government tending to 
shew some disposition to endow a Catholic 
university in Ireland. 80 far the scheme has 

diittie encouragement. It does not ap- 
pear gratify the opponents 
ofthe Government while it would undoubt- 
edly alienate many friends,as happened in the 
case of Robert Peel’s grant to Maynooth Col- 
lege, and unless Salisbury is driven by ad- 
verse decisions in the big elections, as in case 
of their agricultural constituency at Spalding, 
immediately after which they went in for 
Chamberlain’s policy ot Three Acres and a 
Cow, or rather, as was said at the time, 
„One Acre and No Cow,“ it will hardly be 
carried out. 

THE PARLIAMENTARY SESSION. 

The coming session is likely to be spent in 
wrangles over forms of procedure and the lo- 
cal government bill. The latteris distasteful 
to the Liberal members because it will seek 
by property qualifications or an indirect 
method of election to take the power as much 
as possible out of the hands of the people. A 
conference would then be suggested by the 
Tories with the Liberals about the proced- 
ure. This Gladstone would agree to, but there 
is no definite step in this direction yet.

SAVED BY A TECHNICALITY. 


A Trio of Swindlers Who Will Very Proba- 
bly Defeat Justice. 


Assistant Prosecuting- Attorney Dierkes this 
morning returned from Jefferson Oity, where 
he went to endeavor to procure papers for the 
€xtradition of Howard, Barnes and Beagles, 
the Independence, Kan., merchants who are 
charged with fraudulently obtaining $700 worth 


from Samuel O. Davis & Oo. of 
Dierkes called

his mission 
Gov. Morehouse 

that he would like to issue the papers, but the 
law was against it. As the men were notin 
the State of Missour!l when they made the 
fraudulent representations they could 
not be fugitives from justice from here and 
were therefore not extraditable. Mr. Dierkes 
thought the intent traveled with the act and 
that constructively the men were fugitives 
from justice although not here in person when 
they made the alleged fraudulent representa- 
tions, they having deen made by letter.

the men are once brought within the bounda- 
ries of the State, but there is no law for 
their extradition. Gov. Morehouse says 
that even if he issued papers 
for their extradition and they were 
honored by the Governor of Kansas, the men 
could secure their immediate release on a 
writ of habeas corpus. Mr. Dierkes has ad- 
vised Davia &Co. to have the men charged 
wich using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
This is a United States offense and no requisi- 
tion would be needed to bring them here on 
thatcharge. Once in St. Louis the firm could 
dismiss that charge if they liked and prose- 
cute them in the State courts for fraud.
